Police Chief Don Massey says the 


CHS seniors came to him and asked 
permission to have the party you 
mention at Lake Halbert. After con- 
sulting with the city manager, Massey 
said he arranged for the seniors to hold 
their party on the south side of the lake, 
away from where most people go. 


His department patrolled the area as 


usual, but he says he wasn't there and 
has no reports of drinking at the party. 


"I don't know whether they were 


drinking or not," Massey said. "But 
there were no problems, the thing was 
organized through the department and 
we put them in a special area to 
eliminate 
problems 
between 
other 


citizens using the lake that night." 


He noted that this was a one-time 


affair, and a celebration at that. 


Yes, the regulations against having 


alcohol at the park continue to be en- 
forced. Usually, Massey said, persons 
found with alcohol at any city park are 
asked by police to leave rather than 
being arrested, unless the person is 
drunk. 


Massey said 
he had had good 


cooperation from the public in en- 
forcing the city regulation. 


As a taxpayer and a concerned 


citizen, I would like to know why with 
the high charges at the hospital, a 
security guard for the late evening and 
night could not be hired?

the need against other needs at the 
hospital as we consider where we can 
best spend the money we have to work 
with." 


Barron noted that currently the 


hospital's maintenance staff performs 
some security duties by patrolling the 
parking lot and keeping a visible 
profile.

Speeding ticket paid in pennies

Lee Jonathan Jones of Dallas didn't seem to protest the 


speeding ticket so much, just the manner in which he was 
caught. 


Jones told Peace Justice G.W. "Dub" O'Neal that he felt it 


was a waste of taxpayers money to use the Department of 
Public Safety heliocopter to catch speeders on 1-45. 


But he paid his $35 speeding fine — on seven poster boards 


with $35 in pennies, quarters and half-dollars stuck on them 
with a plastic covering and hand delivered to O'Neal 
Tuesday. 


According to O'Neal, Jones didn't think the use of the 


heliocopter helped the flow of traffic very much, especially 
when there were three Highway Patrol units on the ground 
issuing tickets that day. 


O'Neal said Jones felt he ought to do something about it 


since the heliocopter was wasting energy. 


"I told the man I had nothing to do with it and told him 


where the Highway Patrol office was," O'Neal said. 


According to Pat Berry in the Highway Patrol office when 


Jones came in there to protest she told him the State 
Legislature had outlawed the use of the heliocopter to catch 
speeders after Sept. 1. 


He asked me then if it was retroactive and I told him it 


wasn't. He wanted to know then how that was going to help 
him," Mrs. Berry said. 


O'Neal said he hadn't counted the coins yet but if the 


amount didn't match the fine he was going to treat the man 
like everybody else. 


"I'll issue a warrant for him," O'Neal said. 
A preliminary count did reveal 14 half dollars and 20 


quarters stuck on the boards, which leaves 2,300 pennies to be 
accounted for.

TP&L to ask for quicker 
installation of rate hike 


Commissioners told 
jail problem theirs 


Texas 
Power 
and 
Light 


Manager Embry Ferguson said 
Tuesday that he will ask. the 
city commission next week to 
reconsider its decision about 
implementing TP&L's rate hike 
July 26 and will seek getting the 
new rate effective June 26. 


Ferguson said that the new 


rate schedule adopted by the 
Public Utility Commission and 
then by the city in May would 
actually lower the residential 
rates 
for 
many 
low-use 


customers. 


According to TP&L figures, 


as many as 3,000 residential 
customers could receive rate 
reductions, about 44 per cent of 
the total residential customers, 
Ferguson said. 


THE BULK OF the savings, 


ranging from two to ten per 
cent, would come in winter 
months, Ferguson said, • but 
added 
that 
many 
low-use 


customers would see reductions 
in their summer electric bills 
also. 


This, Ferguson said, is why 
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he wants to get the commission 
to reconsider delaying the new 
rates for a month. While some 
towns have not yet acted on the 
rate increase, Ferguson said 
Corsicana is the only town 
among those approving the rate 
to delay it until July 26. 


A customer who uses 300 


kilowatt hours of electricity in a 
summer month presently pays 
$13.51 for that service, including 
fuel costs. Under the proposed 
rates that cost would be $13.47 a 
reduction of four cents. 


In a winter month, Ferguson 


says, the same amount of 
electricity 
would cost 
only 


$11.69, a $1.82 reduction. 


THE AVERAGE residential 


customer 
in Corsicana, ac- 


cording to Ferguson, uses about 
575 kilowatt hours per month. 
Presently this costs $22.38. The 
proposed schedule would raise 
this cost 74 cents to $23.12. 


The winter cost, Ferguson 


says, would be reduced to 
$19.53, a savings of $2.85. 


Fergusons says that many 


residents in the higher use 
ranges 
will also experience 


savings in the winter months. 


According to Ferguson, the 


difference 
in 
summer 
and 


winter charges is linked to the 
PUC's 
order 
saying TP&L 


should set its rates according to 
the company's cost to serve its 
customers. 


It costs less, Ferguson says, 


to service residential customers 
in the months of November 
through April because these 
months are not peak load 
months. 


FERGUSON EXPLAINS that 


the reductions available to 
some 
residential 
customers 


have been made possible by the 
PUC's restructuring of the rate 
schedule, with low users paying 
a smaller share of the rate 
hikes. 


Rate allocations approved by 


the PUC call for a 2.35 per cent 
increase 
for 
residential 


customers, a 16.35 per cent 
increase for commercial in- 
dustries arid a 19.35 per in- 
crease for industries such as 
those in Corsicana. 


Ferguson says this last rate 


figures to be a $13,033 increase 
iniannual electric costs to the 
city. But, he adds, under the 
new rate, the city will collect an 
additional 
$21,933 
in 
gross 


receipts taxes from TP&L and 
$6,543 in additional city sales 
taxes.

Sheriff Jerry Shelton Monday presented 


county commissioners with the report from 
the Texas Commission on Jail Standards and 
told them he was "putting the monkey on 
their backs." 


Reading from a letter he gave to each 


member of the commissioners court, Shelton 
said, "At this time I would respectfully 
submit this report to the honorable members 
of the Commissioner's Court for their study 
and 
formally 
request 
that 
the 
Com- 


missioner's Court take whatever actions 
necessary to bring the Navarro County Jail 
within the minimum standards as outlined in 
this report." 


The commissioners approved a motion by 


County Judge Rob Dunn that stated "the 
Commissioner's Court goes on record that it 
will do everything in its power to comply with 
the Commission on Jail Standards and work 
with them as county finances permit." 


SHELTON 
AND the 
commissioners 


discussed how much time the county had to 
comply with the standards. 


Commissioner Clint Bell said that the 


commission director, Guy Van Cleave, told 
him in a meeting that the county had to have 
plans underway by Dec. 23, 1977, one year 
after the standards took effect. 


Shelton told the commissioners that in some 


areas variances from the standards would be 
granted if they did not affect the safety and 
security of the jail. He explained also that he 
is required to have a jailer on each floor of the 
jail. 


Commissioner Billy Hargrove said he 


thought the jailer requirement was only if ten 
prisoners were on each floor and that the jail 
didn't have that many very often. 


SHELTON SAID the jail had 18 inmates in 


the jail today and asked, "Do you want me to 
hire and fire jailers every week?" He added 
that jailers have to be paid the same as field 
deputies. 


Commissioner R.J. Henderson asked if the 


pay requirement came from the wage-and- 
hour people. Hargrove said he thought that 


was only a part of the recommended stan- 
dards. 


Shelton said the pay regulation came from 


the Jail Standards Commission rules which 
were in the Texas Register that each of the 
commissioners had received and that if they 
hadn't read the rules "I can't help you." 


"I'm asking you all now to take whatever 


steps necessary to bring the jail up to stan- 
dards. And if we get sued over it it's not going 
to be my fault," Shelton said. 


HENDERSON SAID he had met Van 


Cleave and that he felt Van Cleave would 
work with county, taking the financial 
situation into account. He said that all the 
county would have to do is show interest in 
complying and do a little improvement at a 
time. 


County Judge Rob Dunn asked the sheriff to 


come up with some recommendations as to 
what kind of work needed to be done first. 


Shelton said he didn't want to make 


recommendations or spend any money if the 
county had to eventually build a new jail. He 
asked the commissioners to go over to the jail 
and see the condition of the 52-year-old 
structure. 


The commissioners agreed to tour the jail 


following the meeting. 


During the tour of the jail Shelton showed 


the commissioners on the third floor where 
the building had cracked around the entire 
structure, about one foot below the ceiling. 


HARGROVE, WHEN he was looking at the 


trusty cell on the third floor, commented that 
many people in the county did not have as 
nice a place as the trustys do. 


Shelton said he would rather have a new jail 


than spend the money on fixing up the present 
building. 


During the meeting, however, Henderson 


suggested the county look into the possibility 
of building minimum security facilities at the 
county farm before considering large ex- 
penditures on the county jail. 


Following the tour of the jail the com- 


missioners court had lunch in the jail at the 
invitation of Shelton.

after the three men refused to 
testify of their own volition.

will clear up the anti-trust alle- 
gations. 


Southwest is considered an 


intrastate 
air 
carrier and, 


therefore, outside regulation by 
the Civil Aeronatuics Board.

Charlie Ray Bass was born in

lifelong resident. He was born

Following his education in the 
Corsicana Public Schools, he 
entered the Army (264th Field 
Artillery Battalion).
